Anotlier Terrible F a U l i t v in

English Colliers, 


LONDON, July 5.—A great mining fatality 
occurred yesterday in a colliery at Thorn 
hill, Yorkshire. The cause was an explo- 
sion of firedamp, and the news rapidly 
spread throughout the settlement, which 
is inhabited almost exclusively by the 
miners and their families. The pit IA 
, badly blocked with fallen rock, dirt and 
timber, and the progress of the rescuing 
parties waa therefore necessarily slow. 
. Only four bodies have been recovered 
' thus far. 


The scenes usual at the pit mouth in tbe 
case of mining aocidents are being re- 
peated in Thomhill, and considerable 
trouble is experienced in keeping those 
having relatives or fridnds in the min« 
from interfering with the work of the 
rescuers. 


The day shift went to work as usual yes- 
terday morning. The ventilation was re- 
ported to be good. All went well until 
noon, when the workers at the pit mouth 
were startled by a muflled explosion and 
by clouds of dense smoke rolling up the 
main shaft. They tried to communicate 
with the working, but found that the in- 
terior had been cut off from the shaft. 


The pit managers organized an explora- 
tion party and descended slowly through 
the smoke. They were driven back re- 
peatedly and eventually gave up their 
purpose of penetrating to the working 
before the foul gas could be cleared away 
After taking up the bodies found at the 
bottom of the shaft the rescue party 
waited for several hours before making 
another descent. About the middle of the 
evening they went down again. The gas 
cleared off near the shaft and they were 
able to examine part of the working. The 
bodies of the miners lay in heaps. Many 
were sent to the surface. 
Unreknitting 
efforts are being made to reach the few 
miners who may still be alive. 
About liu 
are supposed to have beoa killed. 


So much gas accumulated in the mine 
that it became necessary to stop the work 
of rescue. The men and boys missing 
number 145. The dead body of the under 
manager, badly burned, was found in the 
mine near the shaft.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., July 8.—With bright 
sunlight above and the hold on which Get- 
tysburg's decisive battle was fought 
atretohing out belo*v. New York state'» 
^Mdsome moattitteat to tbe heroes who 
^^MI^iA the fight was dedicated yesterday 
with impressive ceremonies. It was the 
great day of the celebration of the thir- 
tieth anniversary of the three days' ilght. 
Seven thousand New York veterans, the 
governor of two states, the surviving gen- 
erals of the battle and thousands of vete- 
rans and visitors from other states were 
present to lend impressiveness and mo- 
ment to the scene, and the day will go 
down in history as one of the greatest at 
Gettysburg since its wheat flelds ran red 
with the blood of Confederate and Union 
dead. General George S. Greene, aged 93, 
the oldest survivor of the battle, received 
an enthusiastic reception.

tho South Africrtu gold fields ns nn ex- 
pert for tho Rothsehilda of London to 
examine into nud report upon the pros- 
pects in tho Trausvanl. 


The story told by Mr. VTebber about 
the discovery of El Calhido and its ex- 
tTftordinary gold output ^vould seem 
like ft pftj^o from the "Arabian lights 
if it had not been fortified by facts. lu 
1S68 somo Jamaica negroes hearing 
Bome stories about gold to bo found on 
the big river on the South American 
coast Rftiled over to tho Orinoco, as- 
cended it, ftnd stopped near where somo 
natives ftnd Americans were "placer- 
iniT." 
They worked inland and BOOU 
acquired as much information about 
placer diggings as the rest of the min- 
ers, and gradually, when it became 
known to them that tho formation was 
quartz, cut their way xv-ith machetos 
through the mesquito and chapp^^al 
until thev found the croppings of ft 
ledge prolific with gold. 
It was ^ not 
more than forty feet long and irom 
eighteen to twenty-four inches wide, 
but was so rich in sparkling gold thnt 
it assayed §2 to the pound. 
Isnica of 
this ore on the surface went up into the 
thousands, but was worked in a rude 
and imperfect way. 
The Jamaicans di- 
vided the territory among themselves 
into numerous little companie?, and 
when the extraordinary yield of the^ 
•work went down to the traders on the 
river they called the source from which 
it came El Callado—the mysterious. 
In that TV-ay the camp becamo known to 
the rest of the -world. 


The unexampled prosperity of the ^

in that respect exhibits the most re- 
mnrkable contrast to any mine known 
in recorded history. 


Tho ore is a perfectly pure gold ore 


carrying only onc-half of one per cent 
suiphuret and not the slightest trace 
of silver, and considering the fact that 
in about thirty years it produced more 
than Sl,000,0ti0 a year, with the crudest 
methods imaginable, it is 
its net profits of more than half the 
output, as tho greatest mine the world 
ever saw. 
Had such a mine been dis- 
covered in the mineral bearing belt of 
tho Pacific coast at any time within 
tho past quarter of a century the ex-

The phenomenal yield of the mine 
in 1676 attracted the attention of the 
Kothschüds. 
Tho great financiers sent 
the California expert, Hamilton Smith, 
who from 1868 to 1876 had been super- 
intendent of the North Bloomfield, to 
negotiate for the purchase of the mine. 


Mr. Smith offered, on behalf of the 
Bothschilds, 82,000,000 fur the mine. 
The offer was refused, because the 
owners believed they could find an- 
other bonanza lower down. 
The same 
year the offer was refused the mine 
turned out $3,000,000 in goltL In 1878 
Mr. Smith, after a trip to London, 
came back and offered §3,000,000 for 
it, which was again refused, and that 
year the mine turned out §5,000,000, 
one-half of which was profit. 


It is said by gentlemen 
familiar 
with mining operations that Mr, Smith 
made a report after that to the effect 
that the mine was petering out, and no 
further negotiations for the sale of the 
mine were -attempted, but certainly 
Mr, Smith made a third and successful 
attempt to purchase the property in 
1883, paying for it around $5,000,000, 
The mine up to that time had pro- 
duced $18,000,000. 
The KotliBchilds 
incorporated the institution at $10,000, - 
000, and the stock was placed ex- 
clusively on the London Stock Ex- 
change and the Paris Bourse, ^ In tho 
intervening ten years the mine has 
produced $7,000,000, 
How much of 
that yield has been profit it is dilHcult 
to ascertain, but considering the fact 
that much improvement was made on 
the old etvle of operating the miuo 
and the accessibility to the ore, there 
necessarily accrued a large profit Xo 
the owners. 
It was not like delviug 
below tho earth's surface 2500 or 3000 
feet, like on tho Comstock. 


In the early days of the mine so rich 
fraß tlie ore that the owners were com- 
pelled to resort to methods similar to 
those In vogue in the Natal diamond 
Selds,

Bo it ordained by tho BurffeBs and Town 
Council of the Borough of New Oxford 
and it is hereby enacted by authority of 
the same, That any person or persons 
who shall stand or placc or cause to be 
stood or placed, any casksi barrels or 
boxes, wares, goods, merchandisci brick, 
stone or lumber of any description what- 
ever, whether for sale or otherwise, on or 
over any part of the foot pavements of 
this borough, to a greater distanco than 
four feet in front and immediately adjoin- 
ing tho house occupied by him. her or 
them, or shall suffer the same to be more 
than six feet high during tho hours from 
sunset to sunrise, shall pay a tine of two 
dollars for cach and every such offence, 
to be collected as all such fines arc now by 
law collectable. Provided, however, that 
during the hours between sunrise and sun- 
set no obstructions of the pavements will 
be allowed that will in any manner inter- 
fere with the easy passage of tho public 
over the same.

New Oxford was greatly sbocksd 
on Tuesday evening between five and 
six o'clock when the report spread 
that Wm. D. Emmert, a prominent 
dry goods and clothing merchant, bad 
taken bi3 own life sometime that af- 
ternoon by shooting himself through 
the head with a shot gun. 


It seems that Mr. Emmeri bad 
been in failing health for some time 
past, becoming so bad that tbe family 
quietly watched bis actions. 
On 
Tuesday, however, they went with the 
M. E. Sunday achool for a day'a out- 
ing, leaving Mr Emmert and a ser- 
vant St home alone. 
About noon of 
that day Mr. Emmert went to Mr. 0 . 
A. Millera's, near town, and aaked 
Mr. Miller to rsturn a shot gun he 
bad loaned from Mr. Emmert some 
time sgo, saying be was Mm^ed by 
atrange cats which be desired to 
shoot. After getting the gun, it w 
supposed be took it to bis sUble and 
left it there, and went about town for 
soms time as be was seen at different 
pieces up to about 3 o'clock. 
^ 


The family, when ready to eat their 
•vening meal, called for Mr. Emmert 
but be failed to appear, and they in- 
stituted a search which resulted in 
the finding of his lifeless body m his 
sUble, with the wcspon which he used 
to usher himself before bis Maker ly- 
ing by his side. 
Before doing tbe 
deed he dug a amali bole into tbe 
ground in which be set tbe atock of 
gun, then it ia supposed be g r a a ^ 
tbe muule of the gun with bis left 
band and held it to hia right tomple, 
while he pulled the trigger with bis 
right band. 
The load—a heavy one 
—lodged in his brain, and death must 
have 
been 
instantaneous. 
When 
found he o^st have been dead about 
two hours. 


Gornor Miller held an inquest, the 
jury, which waa composed of 'Squire 
Oook foreman, J. Mc. Gilbert, Dr. J. 
t . Sheets, Dr. W. F. Buff, John V. 
Buff and T. P. Frazier, finding that 
"the deceased came to bia death by 
bis own band while laboring under 
temporary aberration of the mind.'' 


Mr. Emmert waa about 64 years of 
age, and for many years conducted 
the dry goods and clothing business 
in this place on Cor. Public Square 
and Carlisle street, and was looked 
upon as one of tbe most reliable buai« 
neas men of this section of tbe eoun* 
t r y . A l l à dtiMO be enjoyed Uie re-

munity« and tbe family have the aym- 
patby of tbe whole neighborhood in 
their sad ii&iction. 
His funeral took 
place on Thuraday afternoon, inters 
ment being made in tbe Hanover 
ceBietery.

Pleasant summer days, for the most 
part, will prevail at the opening of 
July* 
The full moon, and tbe center 
of a Mercury equinox falling together 
on June 2 9 ^ may prolong cloudiness 
with storms in the extreme East into 
July» hut westerly and central regions 
will have to change to fair and cooler, 
with rising barometer. 
By the 4th, a 
warm wave will be well defined on the 
western side of the country—the bar- 
ometer wiU be fallio^ In Hm same re- 
gion, and «torma will start toward the 
East 
From the Fourth to 7th, all 
the phenomena of m regulnr storm pe- 
riod may be expected at all points, as 
they march in regular order from 
Weat to East 


The lOtb and l l t b are reactionary 
days, at which time it will grow very 
warm, and if active storms do not ap 
pear tbe warmth will iDcrease past the 
new moon on tbe 18tb, and culminate 
in heavy atorma on and about the 16tb, 
which is the central day of the next 
atorm period, of 16th to 18tb; storms 
will appear early in the period, check- 
ing tbe growly beat and bringing tem- 
porarily more pleasant weather. 
If 
new moon on the ISth lends ber in- 
fluence to reactionary disturbances 
central on the 10th and lltb, a crisis 
of beat and storm will be reached 
those days, if she reaches forward to 
storm period of 15th to IBtb heat and 
storms will come to a crisis early in 
that period.

who used to bear the title of Prince ol 
Beira, but who, since the accession of 
his father to the throne, has blossomed 
forth into a full-fledi^ed Duke of Bra- 
ganza, that being the title borne by 
the heirs apparent to the throne. 
The 
Order of the Golden Fleece worn by 
the six-year-old Duke was presented to 
him a few weeks a<^o by his cousin, the 
small King of Spain. 
There is much 
in common between the two boys; foi 
while, on the one hand, the throne ol 
Spain is considered so shaky that it is 
doubted whether it will k s t until the 
termination of the young monarch's 
minority, that of Portugal is even in a 
more dangerous condition. 
Not only 
is it threatened by a Kepublican move- 
ment, which is far stronger in Portu- 
gal than in Spain, and by a Legitimist 
Pretender, a sort of Portuguese Don 
Carlos, in the person of Don 
Miguel 
of Braganza, but it is even threatened 
by perils from within the royal family 
itself. 
Indeed, so strained is the situ- 
ation, and so strongly divided is the 
royal family among itself, 
that were 
King Carlos either to die suddenly or 
to abdicate, it is very doubtful whether 
the little Duke of Braganza would be 
permitted to succeed to his father's 
throne without very serious trouble. 


Inasmuch as King Carlos is in very 
bad health, so much so that his death 
or abdication on the ground of illness 
are subjects of open and constant dis- 
cussion-at Lisbon, it is possible that 
the little Duke may at -any time be- 
- come the subjeci of an insurrection 
and even of civil war. 
There is a 
large party in Portugal which is strong-' 
ly opposed to the young Queen Marie 
Amelie, and who are determined at all 
(Tosts to prevent her from obtaining the 
supremacy in Portuguese alTairs which 
she would, on the death or abdication 
of her husband, enjoy as Eegent dur- 
ing ihe long minority of her eldest son. 
They are believed to have secured the 
support of the Queen Dowager, who is 
on the worst of terms with her daugh- 
fcer-in-law, Queen Morie Amtilie, both 
ladies being of the most 
imperious 
character and ambitious for supreme 
power. 
Should the party hostile to 
Queen Marie Amelie. secure the victory, 
they would put fcjrward as successor to 
the throne, not the little Duke of Bra- 
ganza, but the present King's younger 
brother, the Duke tof Oporto, who is 
the favorite son of the Dowager Queen 
Pia, and by far the most jDojiular mem- 
ber of the royal family of Portugal,

Sift one-half pint of Ûoxir into a
